Jubilation over the passage in the 


senate of the Kessinger bill providing 
for a six months stay 6f execution. in 
eviction cases gave added impetus to 
the cause of renters last night. The 
executive committee of the Chicago 
Tenants’ Protective league revealed 
plans for enlarging the scope of the 
league to bring succor to the great 
mass of “white collar” workers, 


through the org@nization of the un- 


organized. 


The six months stay bill, which was 
passed by a 40 to 0 vote, grants author- 


ity to the courts to permit tenants 
fighting rent increases to remain in 
their apartments for half a year at 


the old rental. 

The number of votes for the measure 
gives it the benefit of the enactment 
clausé, which will permit it to become 
a law immediately after the house has 
passed it and the governor has 
signed it. 

Help Great Middle Class. 

The action of the tenants was taken 
in an executive session in the office 
of J. B. Strauss, chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee, and president of the 
Strauss Bascule Bridge company, 225 
North Michigan avenue. The exten- 
sion of the league’s activities is con- 
tained in article eight of the platform 
which was adopted during the meeting. 
The clause reads: 

“To organize the great unor- 
ganized middle class so as to pro- 
tect it from many small but well 
organized divisions that take ad- 
vantage.” 

Plans for the organization of a co- 
opefative home building division for 
members were also announced. 

Attack All Profiteering. 

Other features of the program are: 

The immediate enactment of the 
Kessinger bills. 

To undertake the extermination 
of all profiteering. 

To establish a service bureau 
for the renting public. 

To raise the standard of Amer- 
ican citizenship. 

To break down the unlawful 
building combinations now  re- 
stricting the construction of homes 
and apartments. 

To obtain the adoption of a reas- 

onable form of leasehold giving 

tenants an equal] deal with land- 
lords. 

The league also plans to maintain a 
“home lovers’” council supplying 
wholesome entertainment for its mem- 
bers.

Youth Tells Story of 
$5,000 Bribe. 


Buffalo, N. Y., April 6—[Special.}— 
Roy Harris, a young man from the 
east side of New York, arrested here 
tonight on a forgery charge preferred 
by Canadian authorities, voluntarily 
“confessed” to having a part in the 
murder of Joseph Bowne Elwell. 

Elwell, who was noted as a whist 
expert and as a race horse man, was 
found shot to death in his residence, 
244 West Seventieth street, New 
York, on the morning of June 11, 1920. 

Harris’ story showed a remarkable 
knowledge of the whole tragedy. There 
was only one discrepancy with the 
story so far as it was known to the 
police. Harris said the murder was 


j committed on the morning of June 


12, instead of June 11. 


Asserts Pair Was Hired. 

fiarris, in his signed statement, im- 
plicated William Dunkin of New York 
in the actual killing. He said Dunkin 
and himself were hired by a “ Mrs. 
Fairchild” to commit the murder. Mrs. 
Fairchild, he asserted, paid them each 
$500 and promised them each $5,000 
more. 

The prisoner asserted he never col- 
lected the balance of his blood money, 
but had had a “tip” that Dunkin 
got it all and “ double-crossed” him. 
Harris said he fled New York when 
the slaying created such a sensation 
and that he never had seen either of 
his alleged accomplices. He professed 
ignorance of their full names and ad- 
dresses. 

At midnight, under constant ques- 
tioning, the police had elicited nothing 
from Harris as to any motive that 
may have been assigned by the woman 
he says hired the pair to assassinate 
Elwell. 

Think Woman's Name False. 

While the authorities are aware that 
the introduction of “Mrs. Fairchild” 
seems to introduce another mysterious 
and hitherto unmentioned feminine 
personality into a case already replete 
with the names of women, they believe 
that the woman who hired the assas- 
sins—if there was one—naturally 
would not have told them her real 
name, 

Harris presents the woman as one so 
bent upon Elwell’s destruction that 
she was willing to take any risk. Ac- 
cording to the confession, she had 
spies following Elwell’s every move- 
ment in order that her trap might not 
fail when she sprang it. On the night 
before the killing she is represented as 
having known that Elwell would at- 
tend the theater and as having taken 
care to have herself informed should 
later plans unduly delay his return 
home. 

Statement Made by Harris. 

The_confession, as given out by In- 
spector Marron of the Tenth police 
precinct, follows: 

“On June 11, 7920, I was at No. 70 
First street, New York City, in com- 
pany with a fellow who goes by the 
name of Bill Dunkin—lI cannot say that 
that is his real name. On June 9 we 
were standing in front of the Mills 
hotel at Thirty-sixth street and Sev- 
enth avenue when a man I knew only 
as Jerry, a chauffeur, drove up in a 
limousine automobile with a woman in- 
side. 

“Jerry asked us if we would take a 
ride with this woman. We got into 
the car and drove through Central 
Park. We stopped near the reservoir. 
The woman in the car was named Mrs. 
Fairchild. She said: ‘ Boys, I got some 
real money for you for you to kill 
Joseph Elwell.’ 

First Payment Was Made. 

“She then said she would meet us 
at the subway station, Seventy-second 
street and Broadway. We met her the 
next night as arranged, where we laid 
the plan for the murder. This was on 
the night of June 10. She gave Dun- 
kin and myself $50 apiece after we had 
promised to meet her the following 
night. 

“We met her the following night, 
June 11, 1920, in front of the Marie 
Antoinette hotel. She told us that El- 
well would attend some theater that 
night and that she had some one trail- 
ing to see if he went anywhere else 
after the theater. We were to meet 
her again at the same Place at 11:30 
p. m. We met her as agreed. We 
then had a little lunch. 

“She then took Dunkin and myself 
to Elwell’s home at about 12:45 a. m. 
June 12. Elwell did not show up until 
later. He went upstairs and later came 
down again dressed in his pajamas and 
sat in an arm chair in the parlor and 
started in to read his mail, then went 
to sleep in the chair, when Dunkin

The rob- 
ber, described as a giant weighing 
over 200 pounds, grabbed the sack with 
one hand and carried it to the car 
across the street. 

Two other bags containing ordinary 
mail were taken. 


One Robber Shoots at Another. 

As the robbers started to depart the 
big one darted around the automobile 
after placing a sack in it. One of the 
other men, the only one who wore a 
coat, shot at the giant before he rec- 
ognized him. It is not known whether 
the big man was hit. 

The five then leaped into their car 
and sped south on Federal to Taylor, 
then turned west. The robbery occupied 
about a minute and a half, witnesses 
said. As the car was rounding the cor- 
ner at Taylor street, Policeman Edward 
Ptacek ordered the men to stop. They 
crouched in the car. The policeman 
fired two shots into the machine. 

The automobile carried license num- 
ber 19415. The police found it had 
been stolen from H. R. Wakem, presi.

the proposed action could not be effec- | 
tive without the agreement of _ the 
United States as one of the principal 
allied and associated powers. 

“ As the United States did not enter 
into this convention, or into any treaty | 
relating to the subject, this govern-| 
ment is unable to understand upon 
what grounds it was thereafter at- 
tempted to confer the mandate without 
the agreement of the United States. 

“Tt is manifest that the league of 
nations was without any authority to 
bind the United States, and that the 
confirmation of the mandate in ques- 


by the council of the league of nations 
in December, 1920, cannot be regarded 
as having efficacy with respect to the 
United States. 

“Tt should be. noted that this man- 
date not only recites article 119 of the 
treuty of Versailles, to the effect that 
‘Germany renounced in favor of the 


“As, in the absence of any treaty 
with the United States.relating to the 
matter, there was no decision on May 
7, 1919, binding the United States, it 
is deemed to be unnecessary again to 
examine the brief minutes of the meet- 
ing of the supreme council on that 
date. 

Cannot Isolate Proceedings. 

“It may, however, be proper to say 
that the minutes of this meeting, 
although obviously without any final- 
ity, could not properly be construed 
without due regard to the other pro- 
ceedings of the supreme council and 
without taking account of the reserva- 
tions which President Wilson had 
already made in the previous meetings 
of the supreme council on April 21, 
April 30, and May 1, 1919. 

“The attitude of President Wilson is 
sufficiently shown by the following 
statement which he made to the de- 
partment of state on March 3, 1921: 

“*T beg to return the note received 
yesterday from the Japanese govern- 
ment, which I have read, in relation 
to the proposed mandate covering the 
island of Yap. 

“* My first information of a conten- 
tion that the so-called decision of May 
7, 1919, by the council of four, as- 
signed to Japan a mandate for the 
island of' Yap was conveyed to me 
by Mr. Norman Davis in October, last. 


| I then informed him that I had never 


consented to the assignment of the 
island of Yap to Japan. 

“*T had not previously given par- 
ticular attention to the wording of the 


council’s minutes of May 7, 1919, which 
were only recently called to my atten- 
tion. 

“*T had on several occasions prior 
to the date mentioned made specific 
reservations regarding the island of 
Yap and had taken the position that 
it should not be assigned under man- 
date to any one power, but should be 
internationallized for cable purposes. 


“*T assumed that this position would 
be duly considered in connection with 
the settlement of the cable question 
and that it therefore was no longer 
a matter for consideration in connec- 
tion with the peace negotiations, 

“*T never abandoned or modified this 
position in respect to the island of 
Yap, and I did not agree on May 7, 
1919, or at any other time, that the 
island of Yap should be included in the 
assignment of mandates to Japan. 

“*As a matter of fact, all agree- 
ments arrived at regarding the assigfi- 
ment of mandates were conditional 
upon a subsequent agreement being 
reached as to the specific terms of the 
mandates, and, further, upon their 
acceptance by each of the principal 
allied and associated powers. 

“Our Consent Indispensable.” 

“*The consent of the United States 
is essential both as to assignments 
of mandates and the terms and pro- 
visions of the mandates, after agree- 
ment as to their assignment or alloca- 
tion 


“*The consent of the United States, 
as you know, has never been given on 
either point as to the island of Yap.’ 

“ Apart from the expressed purpose 
of President Wilson in relation to the 
island of Yap, inasmuch as the pro- 
ceedings of the supreme council on 
May 7, 1919, did not, and, in the na- 
ture of things, could not, have finality, 
this government is unable to perceive 
any ground for the contention that it 
was the duty of this government to 
make immediate protest with respect to 
the so-called decision of May 7, 1919, 
and certainly it cannot be said that an 
omission to do so operated as a cession 
of its rights.

“It may be added, however, that’

THE CRISIS IN GREAT | 
BRITAIN. 


Analysis of the coal strike situation in England 
reveals a joint economic and political crisis with 
al] the potential dangers of the rise of bolshevism 


_and the decline of civilization in Russia. Even the 


direct move toward communism, which is the im- 
portant feature of the miners’ battle for nationali- 
zation of the mines, loses significance compared 
with the plan to continue the most important single 
industry of the nation at a profit to the miners re- 
gardless of the cost to the rest of the public., 

That is what the miners are seeking todo. They 
cannot succeed. Such a program, if carried out, 
would either bankrupt the nation through the 


If the railroad and transport workers 


They are either willfully seeking to bring about a 
revolution similar to that in Russia, and perhaps al- 


lied with it, or they are ignorantly basing their de- 


mands upon the theory that production of coal, even 
without regard to markets, is so essential to the life 
of England that the government can afford to make 
up any loss which the industry itself sustains. 
Their wages have gone up to unequaled heights 
while the war was reducing production in Europe 
and increasing demand. Now continental produc- 
tion appears to be restored to a point in excess of 
demand. British coal cannot compete successfully 
in export. 

There is no need for all the coal which British 
miners can dig. Only the best pits, efficiently man- 
aged, can produce cheaply enough to be profitable. 
Yet the miners demand that the poor pits, pro- 
ducing at a loss, pay the war wage simply because 
they want that wage. They would force other lines 
of industry, through crushing taxes, to pay them 
for a useless service. 


The Russian soviet government, with its original 
plan to double all wages and reduce all working 
hours by half, never planned anything more revo- 
lutionary nor more certain to bring about destruc- 
tion of real wealth. The soviet experiment was 
more spectacular but no more dangerous. If the 
British government does not crush this move at 
once the entire future of the nation will be jeopar- 
dized. It is not a question of wages alone. It is 
a question of economic necessity which is above 
all civil law, and it can be settled safely for the 
welfare of the labor organizations and the British 
empire only on that ground. 


GETTING TOGETHER ON THE 
RAIL QUESTION. | 


If an amicable adjustment fails following sep- 
arate conferences with representatives of the rail- 
road executives and employés, President Harding 
proposes to call both parties to the dispute together 
in a joint conference. This is the hopeful element 
in a rather gloomy situation.

LETHARGIC ENCEPHALITIS 


SITUATION. 

HE first case of this disease was 

reported from New York at the 

end of 1918. It was bere before 

that date, becattse almost simul- 
taneously it was reported from three 
widely separated sections of the coun- 
try. 

The disease is ‘Seasonal in its occur- 
rence, but since it was*new to the cour- 
try in 1919 there were few cases reported 
during the spring. During the summer 
and autumn the number reported to the 
United States public health service aver- 
aged six a month. In December, 1919, 
thirty-seven cases were reported. The 
number of cases reported in the winter 
and spring of 1920 in the weekly report 
was as follows: January, fifty-two; Feb- 
ruary, forty-four; March, forty-seven; 
April, fifty-six; May, fifty-six; June, 
thirty-four; July, twenty-six. After 
this the number reported monthly for 
the repainder of the year was thirteen. 
In January, 1921, the number reported 
was ninety-seven. In February, 1%. 
The figureafor March are net yet avail- 
able. 


If 1920 is to be fiken as an indication 

the present high rate may be expectei 
to continue through May at least. Then 
it should slump and run low until De- 
cember. These figures are not to be 
credited for more than they are worth. 
The reports are mosf\incomplete. Many 
states do not report any form of con- 
tagion to the United States. For in- 
stance, states with well developed health 
departments such as Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
and Michigan are not listed in the week- 
ly reports of contagion prevalence put 
out by the United States public health 
service. 
* New York state is in the list, but the 
paragraph relating to that state carries 
in brackets [‘‘ exclusive of New York 
City ’’]. Many states report ordinary 
forms of contagion, but do not include 
‘ethargic encephalitis in the list. The 
disease is not reportable in those states 
and voluntary reports of cases are not 
bent to Washington. 

Practically all the cases are reported 
from about five states. . Californiay Ili- 
nois, Maryland, Connecticut, and New 
York almost make up the record. A few 
other states report an occasional case. 
The conclusions as to seasonal preva- 
lence are justified because the list of 
reporting states has remained the same. 


As a recent investigation of lethargic 
encephalitis shows, a fair portion «of 
the cases so reported are wrongly diag- 
nosed. But the probability is that this 
loss is far more than offset by the num- 
ber of cases of genuine lethargic en- 
cephalitis that are not reported. 

It is not exaggerating to say there 
are well over fifty cases a month occur- 
ring in the country. There is a fair 
possibility that the organism responsible 
for this disease has been discovered, but 
the information is not in shape to be

Washington, D. C., April 6.—([Spe 
cial.j]—Schedule C of the tariff law

Included 
among them are a number of war min- 
erals produced in considerable quan- 
tities in the United States during the 
War now being brought in from for- 
eign countries owing to the inability 
of the domestic producers to continue | 
in. business at a profit unless pro- 
tected by higher duties. | 

While manufacturefs of many metal 
products are asking for additional pro-| 
tection the automobile manufacturers | 
have taken cognizance of the new con- | 
ditions respecting foreign trade by | 
coming forward with a plea for a re- 
duction, in present import duties on) 
their own product. The automobile 
manufacturers have asked that the, 
present duty of 45 per cent ad valorem | 
on cars valued at more than $2,000 be. 
reduced to 30 per cent, which is the

Auto Men Fear Retaliation. 


The reason given for the requested | 
reduction is that France and other, 
nations have placed import duties on 
automobiles at a level to correspond | 
with the American duty of 45 per!

These conclusions were reached after 
the commission had inquired into all 
government departments which have 
pad to do with soldier relief work as 
it has been administered thus far. The 
main conclusion reached by the com- 
‘ mission met with general approval by 
all directly interested in the progress 
of their work: : 

Col. F. W. Galbraith Jr., commander 
of the American Legion, said the three 
major decisions of the commission con- 
formed to the American. Legion relief 
plan and would go far toward correct- 
ing evils that have developed. out of 
divided governmental authority. Cen- 
tralization of authority and decentral- 
jgation of administration, he declared, 
were primarily essential to make re- 
lief plans effective.
